It does not originate in oceans nnd seas. 
Ituius wash it nnd hold it in solution ns 
particles, are liberated by violence, do 
composition, and gindual action of many 
natural foices.

cumulates in masses at very dcon points,

soil. Tho nogioos of Knlliul in Nortly 
orn Africa, having discovered its distri' 
bution whore there is no water to dis1 
solve it in tbo ground, loach it. In thai 
way they seperate the salt. By evapor 
ating tho water holding it in solution 
an excellent article for domestic pur 
poses is produced.
